The Democratic party, in National Convention

citizen; and Bay er ary be questions of slavery 
and secession as havin n settled for all time 
to come by the war or the voluntary action of the 
Southern States in Constitutional Convention as- 
sembled, and never to be renewed or re-agitated, 
do, with the return of , demand— 

1. Immediate restoration of all the States to their 
rights in the Union under the Constitution and 
civil government of the American people. 

2. Amnesty for all past political offenses, and the 
regulation of the elective chise in the States by 
their citizens, and payment of the public debt of 
the United States as repey as practicable. 

8. All money drawn from the people by taxation, 
except so much as is requisite for the necessities of 
the Government, economically administered, 
should be honestly applied to such payment, and 
where the obligations of the Government do not 
expressly state upon their face, or the law under 
which they were issued does not provide, that they 
shall be paid in coin, they ought. in right and ee 
tice to be paid in the lawful money of the United

4. Equal taxation of every species of property 
according to its real value, including Government 
other public securities. .

6. Economy in the administration of the govern- 
ment; the reduction of the standing army and 
navy ; the abolishment of the Freedinen’s Bureau, 
and all political instrumentalities designed to se- 
sure negro supremacy ; simplification of the system 
and the ntinuance of inquisitorial boards for 
assessing and collecting internal revenue, so that 
the burden of taxation may be equalized and les- 
sened ; the credit of the government and the cur- 
rncy made good; the repeal of all enactments for 
enrolling the State militia into national forces in 
time of peace; a tariff for revonue upon foreign im- 
ports, andsuch equal taxation under the internal 
revenue laws as willatiord incidental protection to 
domestic manrfactures, and as will, without im- 
pairing the revenue, impose the least burden ~ 
/and best promote and encourage the great indus- 

trial interests of the country. 

7. Keiorm of abuses in the administration, the 
expulsion of corrupt men from oflices, the abro- 
gation of useless offices, the restoration of right- 
tul authority to, and tie independence of the Ex- 
ecutive and Judicial departments of the Govern- 
ment, the subordination of the military to the 
civil power to the end that the usurpations of 
Congress and the despotism of the sword may
